Rhone 
instructions from the doctor were at once 
followed, but Watson was beyond re¬ 
covery. Blown was more fortunate, 
though it was a mighty close call. There 
will be further enquiry ns to the cause 
and circumstances of the accident.

end, but in a minute or two hail lost 
all- account of his whereabouts. With 
J deliberation he unhitched the horses 
| and turned them loose, and then set 
j cut to seek shelter and safety. For¬ 
tunately he struck the brush and 
trees along the fence of the old Gard- 
I Her place, and when he was so over 
| come that he could not w alk he crawl¬ 
ed several rods, and when discovered 
I and carried into the house' by mem- 
I Peis of Brown family, was so exhaust 
efl that it was evident that he could 
I not have gone a rod further. His 
face and ear was badly frozen. Mr. 
Melvin Fulton and a man in his em¬ 
ploy experienced much difficulty in 
I making the house from a field, and 
i both werP considerably frozen. The 
I blizzard, if not the worst in local ex¬ 
perience, blew in with a speed that 
certainly has never been equalled, and 
j following such beautiful weather con- 
| ditions, creates the wonder that more 
were not caught and with greater 
loss.

ADJUSTING FARMERS’ DEBTS 

The province of Alberta has a gov¬ 
ernmental department for debt adjust 
ment that has served such a useful 
purpose that it has become popular 
among business corporations and is 
being adopted by banks in making ad¬ 
justments with debtors- At present 
the act which brought this depart¬ 
ment into being confines it to farmers 
only. Corporations at first looked up¬ 
on it as a farmer move to give the far 
mer an advantage over his creditor 
when making settlement, but no long¬ 
er does the business community with 
hold its praise of the government’s as 
sistance in getting farmers out of fin¬ 
ancial difficulty. When a framer has 
contracted heavy obligations and is 
having difficulty in liquidating them 
he may apply to the government for 
an expert under the act to help hitn 
out, or one or more of his creditors 
may make this application. When the 
adjustor under the act steps in he gets 
a statement of all the claims against 
the farmer and if they are out of all 
proportion to the to the assets the 
farmer is advised to go into bank¬ 
ruptcy under the federal act. Few, 
however, do this. Often a comprom¬ 
ise is made which nets the creditors a 
fair proportion of their claims and in 
the majority of cases the insolvent is 
piloted into sound ’solvency again. 
When the adjustment official takes a 
farmer’s affairs in hand he has abso¬ 
lute control of the proceeds of the 
farm after giving the farmer a fair 
allowance for living expenses and 
seed. While this official is in charge 
no creditor can sue, garnishee or 
seize and the armer is relieved of the 
anxiety of hungry creditors snarling 
out the threats they make if their 
claims are not liquidated. It takes in 
some cases two or three years to put 
a farmer on his feet after he has got 
badly into the financial mire, but it 
is being sosuccessfully done that oth 
er provinces are becoming interested 
and itinay be that not only farmers 
will have this aid available but other 
business men as well in all parts of 
the country. 


ITS BENEFITS UNIVERSAL 

Many people have not learned to 
look upon advertising in the light of 
the realistic rhymester of an olden 
time who penned this famous verse 
on advertising: 

Go forth in haste; with bills and paste 

Proclaim, to all creation, 

That men are wise who advertise, 

In every generation.. 

In large part the public regards adver 
tising as being of possible advantage 
to the advertiser for which the con¬ 
sumer pays, and yet the facts prove 
otherwise. Time autf again has it 
been shown that-w€fi judged, proper 
ly conducted and persistent advertis¬ 
ing inures to the benefit not only of 
the person who attracts attention to 
his wares in this manner, but also of 
the community. After interviewing 
large numbers of distributors as to 
the economic effects of advertising, a 
committee of the national distribution 
conference reports: “Broadly speak¬ 
ing, it would seem that where the ad¬ 
vertising created an increased demand 
for products of a certain class, a wi¬ 
der distribution of such products—in 
other words, makes new business, 
bringing about lessened distribution 
costs and lessened production costs 
owifig to increased demand—there 
can be no doubt as to the value of 
such advertising, not merely to the 
concerns that pay for it but also to 
the public that consumes the goods.” 
‘‘Bills and paste’’ have given wav to 
newspaper and magazines and those 
“who advertise” are not only wise but 
altruistic and philanthropic, for by 
helping themselves they are helping 
others. 


THE MOTOR MENACE 


YOUR TOWN AND YOU 


Your town boosts you. Why not do 
well by the town as it does by you? 
No citizen is so powerful, none so 
humble, but what the town is an aid 
.to him in some way or other. The 
food that he eats, the clothes he 
wears, the recreation and amusement 
that he enjoys, all originate in the 
town, bechuse the money with which 
they are procured is made there. 
When a fellow boosts his own town 
he does not stop there. He is per¬ 
forming an act that improves his own 
condition, for every good word and 
every good deed has its elevating in¬ 
fluence. A few people are always 
home town boosters. They accom¬ 
plish much in the way of community 
betterment, and this improves the 
condition of not only themselves, but 
also of those who do no boosting at 
all. If every citizen would constitute 
himself a home town booster the re¬ 
sult collectively would be many times 
a great, and opportunities for self 
improvement would be more numer¬ 
ous.

sponsible young hopeful asks when he 
gets behind the steering wheel. The 
next thing to do is to “step on her 
and see.” To permit juveniles to 
have charge of high powered cars is 
courting disaster. The enforcement 
of the rule regarding driver’s licenses 
should be a large part in the cam¬ 
paign for safety throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

That others than motorists have 
rights on the highways seems to have 
been forgotten by many car drivers. 
It is too often presumed that pedes¬ 
trians and children have not as much 
right to the highway as any automo- 
bilist, but the sentence of three years 
in Kingston Penitentiary by Judge 
Riddell of a motorist who killed a 
three-year-old boy may serve to re¬ 
mind reckless speeders that their 
rights are a long way from being par 
amount. His Lordship, in passing 
sentence, intimated plainly such 
rights as the car driver has in the fol 
lowing words: “The great and insis¬ 
tent lesson must be taught again, un¬ 
til it is thoroughly understood, and 
heeded by all, that the whole right an 
automobile has on .the highway is the 
right to pass over it carefully and 
with due regard to the right of oth¬ 
ers.” This is good law and sound 
logic. 


QUARRELS 


Most of us say the Lord's prayer, 
where we pray to be delivered from 
evil. There is no greater evil than the 
quarrels that annihilate friendship 
injure health, divide society, destroy 
trade, set nations one against the oth¬ 
er, and end in war. When there are 
so many national and unavoidable 
causes for sorows—separations that 
are inevitable, deaths that divide us 
by an inscrutable silence, hopes that 
are fraustrated, faiths that are en¬ 
feebled—why add to them by pride 
and a stubborn resolve never to ack¬ 
nowledge yourself in the wrong? Why 
let the sun go down upon your wrath ?

Twenty-five 
thousand trees and shrubs surround¬ 
ed the farmstead, and there, in the 
centre of the great bald-headed prai¬ 
rie, was as boautiful a farm home 
setting as that which delights us as 
we drive by the Experimental Farm 
here. Mr. and Mrs. Anderson were 
able to add these trees as their con¬ 
tribution to Beautiful Alberta during 
the time they were working hard to 
pay for their 3,000-acre farm: It was 
done without irrigation, and it was 
done by a couple who came from a 
foreign country to take up their home 
in Alberta.* There isn’t a farm in Al¬ 
berta where similar efforts would not 
bring similar results, and Premier 
Brownlee will be doing a splendid 
thing for his Province if he can sup¬ 
ply the vision of an Alberta beauti¬ 
ful which will lead to a more general 
effort in that direction.”

LINK UP EDMONTON 


Calgary Power Co. Will Submit Pro¬ 
posal to City of Edmonton for 
Power 

Following what has been effected 
in Lethbridge, the Calgary Power 
Company, it is stated, are considering 
opening up negotiations with Edmon¬ 
ton for linking up their hydro-electric 
supply system with the city’s service. 
Owing to the civic election coming on, 
the company, it is understood, have 
decided to wait until after the .new 
council are in office and will put for¬ 
ward their offer early in January. 

In an interview with the Edmonton 
Journal, C,. A. Gahertv, managing di¬ 
rector of the Calgary Power Company 
stated that it is quite likely that his 
company will submit a power proposal 
to Edmonton on the lines somowhat 
similar to the agreement made with 
Ix-thbridge. The company, he said, 
are planning to extend power service 
to towns north of Edmonton ultimate 
ly, but in the interval may restrict 
their operations to-locating plants ill 
certain centres. At the present time 
they are negotiating with St. Paul de- 
Metis with a view to operating a plant 
there. While isolated plants will la- 
operated in the north for a time, these 
will be released as the company’s 
main transmission lino is extended to 
these centres. 

Franchises have been granted, stat¬ 
ed Mr. Gahertv, as far north as Tunis 
fail. A proposal has been approved 
in Leiluc. The construction of the 
transmission line \vjll he extended 
during next spring and summer, and 
it is expected that it will reach t.educ 
by next fall. During the present year 
the company have- built some Gf>0 
miles of line south of Csilgarv. while 
thev have expended around $ Toll OOP. 
with from $5,000,000 to $0,000,000 ex 
pended in plant and equipment. 


ORNATEFUNERALS 

Catholic Prelate Says Gaudy Kites 

Too Often Linked with Neglected 
Graves 

Ornate funerals have come under 
the disapproval of Cardinal William 
O'Connell, Roman Catholic archbishop 
of Boston. z 

Gaudy caskets, large floral offerings 
and other trappings of modern funer 
ary practice are too often linked with 
neglected prayers and graves, the car¬ 
dinal holds in a letter published in 
the current issue of the “Pilot,” oftic- 
ial organ of the archdiocese. 

"Some of our Catholic people spend 
great sums, often times entirely out 
of proportion to their incomes, on 
elaborate caskets and tin- profusion of 
flowers and then bury their deceased 
only to he quickly forgotten, while tin- 
flowers decay and with them the re¬ 
membrance of their dead,” the letter 
said. This conduct is unchristian and 
a great departure from the simple 
customs, both of the old Christian 
times and of the Christian countries 
of our day. In Christian times, oof- 
fins were of simple wood regardless of 
the social condition of the deceased. 
The dead were clothed in simple garb 
and there wAs no Embellishment of 
flowers, which, indeed, may bring 
profit to some, but means nothing to 
the repose of the souls of the depart¬ 
ed." 

The letter further reveals that the 
cardinal has directed ail priests and 
superintendents of cemeteries to see 
to it that no monuments dr nones be 
erected in the future on graves for 
which there has been no provision for 
perpetual care.

OVERHEATING HOME 

Valuable Advice From a Red Cross 
^lurse “Winter Colds and How to 

i ....... ” 


A cold is not a recognized cause of 
death, yet it is in danger of soaring 
to the highest place among causes of 
death, carried thither by the recog¬ 
nized dangerous disease. Colds are 
usually very contagious, the infection 
being spread by drops of mucus spray 
ed into the- air through coughing, 
sneezing or speaking. Contact with 
persons who have had had colds must 
be avoided and when the children 
cough and sneeze and have running 
noses, then Mother must keep them at 
home until cured. Inflamed tonsils, 
adenoids and nasal growth are all 
predisposing factors in colds as they 
act as centres of infection. It is de¬ 
sirable to have them, attended to at 
once. Do not over heat your home. 
Keep it around 65 degrees Fahreheil. 
That is a good temperature. Here in 
the West we often err in overheating 
our houses, and add to’that sin the 
evil of a bad system of ventilation. It 
is no wonder in such an atmosphere 
that colds spread through a family, 
from the family to the school, or all- 
over the town. The treatment fflr a 
cold is simple enugh. “Go to bed at 
once and stay there till better’’ is the' 
advice of a well-known doctor. Drink- 
lots of water and such drinks as hot 
lemonade, black currant juice are all 
excellent. Drugs should only be tak¬ 
en under the ”doctor’s-*advice. Hot 
footbaths (about, 110 F.) are effective 
followed at once by bed. Do not try 
to “check a cough” rather try to ex¬ 
pectorate as-this relieves the conges¬ 
tion. Rub the chest with warm cam¬ 
phorated oil. Avoid all quack reme¬ 
dies and so-called catarrh cures. If 
there is high fever, call your doctor at 
once, you will lessen the danger of 
complications, the symptoms of which 
cannot he always recognized by the 
patient’s friends. To “coddle a cold'' 
may cost you the loss of a few day's 
work or amusement; to neglect it may- 
cost someone his life; for the chain of 
infection is never-ending. Valuable

Winnipeg, Manitoba, Dec. 5th.—- 
Two outstanding features marked 
the discussions of the delegates at¬ 
tending the twenty-first annual 
meeting of United Grain Growers 
last week. 

The first was the refusal of the 
delegates to allow the closing of 
the Company’s livestock business 
in Alberta. The Directors’ report 
outlined the development of the 
new Provincial livestock marketing 
organizations in each of the three 
provinces and recommended that 
the Company’s livestock business 
in Alberta be closed! In Saskat¬ 
chewan they had already closed the 
Company’s livestock office on the 
Moose Jaw yards, owing to the 
fact that the Saskatchewan Co¬ 
operative Livestock Producers hafl 
decided to commence operations in 
that province. In Alberta the Al¬ 
berta Co-operative Livestock Pro¬ 
ducers had declared their intention 
of opening their own livestock sell¬ 
ing agencies on the yards at Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton on the first of 
the year, instead of having their 
livestock marketed through the 
Company’s offices as heretofore. 
Because of the situation thus cre¬ 
ated, the Directors recommended 
closing the livestock business in 
Alberta. Delegates from Alberta, 
however, insisted that the farmers 
of that province should not be de 
prived of the marketing service 
they had been getting for their 
livestock. The meeting asked for 
information on the plans of the 
new provincial bodies and was ad¬ 
dressed by A. B. Claypool, repre¬ 
senting the Alberta Co-operative 
Livestock Producers, Limited, W. 
D. McKay of the Saskatchewan 
Co-operative Livestock Producers, 
Limited and I. Ingaldson of the 
newly organized Manitoba body. 


After a lengthy discussion, and in 
spite of the fact t^iat the Direc¬ 
tors pointed out possible losBea 
from continued operations of the 
livestock business, the meeting 
passed a resolution instructing the 
Board of Directors to continue 
livestock operations at St. Boni¬ 
face, Edmonton and Calgary, and 
to re-open at Moose Jaw if con¬ 
sidered advisable. 

The second was the demonstra¬ 
tion that the question of any pos¬ 
sible sale of the Company's ele¬ 
vator system to the Pools had been 
finally settled a year ago at Cal¬ 
gary. A resolution proposing ac- ’ 
tion along these lines was submit¬ 
ted to the meeting but the dele¬ 
gates refused to discuss it and by 
a very large majority tabled it and 
passed on to the next order of busi¬ 
ness. 

The reports submitted to the 
meeting showed that the financial 
year which closed on August 31st 
last was one of the most success¬ 
ful in the history of the Company. 
Net earnings for the year were 
$720,265.94. The balance sheet 
showed current assets of $4,942,- 
000.00 against current liabilities of 
$2,555,000.00. At the end of Au¬ 
gust the Company had in cash and 
in Government bonds alone over 
$300,000.00 more than would have 
been required to pay every dollar 
of-j its current liabilities. In the 
Shareholders’ Cash and Surplus 
Account there is now $5,085,066.31 
as compared with the capital stock 
paid up bv shareholders amounting 
to $2,979,078.48. 

The four retiring Directors were ' 
re-elected on the first ballot. These 
ar?: Hon. T. A. Crerar, C. Rice- 
Jones, John Kennedy and D. G. 
McKenzie.

News notes from Annual Wheat 
Bool meeting: 

The Alberta Wheat Bool handled 
close to 45,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
which represents 49'/i of the total 
wheat marketed in Alberta. The 
gross turnover was close to $55,000,- 
000 . 00 . 

During the season re-inspections 
and surveys were called by the Bool 
on 1777 cars, resulting in 614 grades 
being raised, 8 lowered and 1155 with 
original grade held. The net gain to 
Pool shippers was $60,535.46. 

The Alberta Bool staff averaged 
monthly 89 over the past season. This 
includes the branch offices at Edmon¬ 
ton, Vancouver and Winnipeg. 

Some idea of the amount of busi¬ 
ness transacted by the Pool can be 
gained from the amount of mail des¬ 
patched which totalled 518,378 during 
the year, or an average of 1700 pieces 
for each working day. 

The Pool directors in their annual 
report intimated that the policy of 
building terminal and local elevators 
would be continued. The delegates 
passed a resolution endorsing this 
policy. .

PRODUCE POPULATION 


(London Free Press) 

Canada has an equipment of Gov¬ 
ernments, Federal and Provincial, of 
post offices, transportation systems 
and the like, sufficient to supply the 
needs of four or five times our pres¬ 
ent population of 9,500,000 people.

Considerable Pincher Creek acreage 
has changed hands lately. 

A dividend of 25 cents a share as 
well as a special disbursement of 12$4 
rents a share is being paid by the 
Imperial Oil company. 

Alberta produces 60 per cent- of the 
oil produced in Canada today and the 
year just closing will show a probable 
increase of 100,000 barrels. I^ast year 
217.088 barrels of oil were produced 
in Alberta. 


The second Alberta Com Show was 
held in Calgary November 17th and 
18th with many exhibitors and an ex¬ 
cellent display of com. As recently 
as six years ago very little com was 
grown in Alberta, the opinion prevail¬ 
ing that it could not be successfully 
produced. It has, however, been fully 
demonstrated that the crop develops 
well on Alberta soil. In 1926, 50.000 
acres were seeded to com in Alberta 
and the average yield was four and a 
half tons to th acre. The value of 
the provincial crop was $1,125,000.
